ENATOR CAPPER of Kansas has outlined a rather pre- 
tentious program of constructive legislation which, he 


says, must be enacted if the Republican party is to continue 
in power. Detailed discussion is not necessary at this time, 
but two items, at least, may be considered. 


One is the declaration against the proposed ship sub- 


sidy measure and the other the necessity of promoting Eu- 
ropean recovery and re-establishing foreign markets. 


The additional burden of $50,000,000 a year which 


the ship subsidy scheme would impose on the people 
arouses Mr. Capper's ire and apprehension. It is some- 
what difficult, however, to understand why a Senator who 
enthusiastically supported the Fordney-McCumber tariff's 
levy of billions should balk at the ship subsidy's compara- 
tively trivial cost. It seems to be a case of straining at a 
gnat and swallowing a camel—a whale of a camel, too. 


Similarly as regards the rehabilitation of Europe and 


the restitution of foreign markets. It would be hard to de- 
vise a single measure that would so effectually retard Eu- 
ropean recovery and destroy foreign markets so complete- 
ly as the present tariff. 


We can endorse Mr. Capper's opposition to the bur- 


dens of further subsidies and approve his declaration as to 
the revival of foreign markets, but can any program oC con- 
strnctive legislation be complete or quite honest that does 
not include the repeal, or drastic revision, of the "tariff
